PLUCK AND PUSH. 


A GREAT deal is to be done in the book busi- 
ness, as everywhere else, by push and pluck. 
We have heard many lamentations of late 
years about the condition of our trade, and with 
good reason ; nevertheless, that is not the only 
side of the case. Despite under-cutting, and 
cheap libraries, and other ills the trade is heir to, 
books are sold in this country, and in increasing 
quantities. People read more, not less, as edu- 
cation penetrates the land, and there are more 
people each year to read. We are now a peo- 
ple of nearly 55,000,000 ; this fact alone tells the 
story. If booksellers would do their very best 
to meet the wants of the enormous number of 
readers and bookbuyers represented in this ag- 
gregate, there would be less cause of com- 
plaint. 

We are moved to these remarks by a letter from 
a new house recently started in a Western city 
which, in sending an order and some good words 
for the WEEKLY, adds: 

“Since our opening, our most sanguine ex- 
pectations have been fully realized ; trade has 
been most satisfactory and prospects very 
flattering. Bookbuyers appreciate cur en- 
deavors to keep a bookstore in fact, and not use 
the name dookstore to give tone to a toy and 
notion stock, as is generally the case. Our 
Opinion is that if booksellers would pay more 
attention to dooks, and keep bookstores worthy 
of the name, they would have little cause for the 
complaints that seem so general among the 
trade. If the bookseller will not keep what his 
customers want, it is right for the publisher 
to sell them ; but if he takes care of his customers 


as he should, he need not fear competition from 
publishers,” 


It is within our own experience, and an inci- 
dent many times repeated, that even the large city 
bookstores answer an inquiry as to a standard 
book, ‘‘ Not in stock, but we’ll get it for you!" 
This is absolutely destructive of retail trade. A 
bookbuyer wants a book when he asks for it— 
not to-morrow or next week. The rule seems 
to be that ephemeral books, which soon deterio- 
rate, are kept in stock, while the standards, 
which preserve their value, are not to be found, 
What success would there be in a dry-goods 
store run on this principle ? 

A well-selected stock, a pleasant store, ade- 
quate knowledge of books and careful attention 
to customers will do much to make a veal book- 
store successful, even indull times. Is not that 
so, gentlemen of the trade? 





WE heartily second the protest uttered by the 
Catholic Mirror against the method, too much 
in vogue in more than one quarter, of raising 
prices for the sake of increasing discounts. 
Within the trade, it is simply self-deceit; as re- 
gards the public, either it has no influence ex- 
cept demoralization, or it cheats one man at the 
expense of another. It is impossible to give 
any justification, except the most short-sighted 
policy, in behalf of such a step. 


HENRY GEORGE BOHN. 


THE Aritish and Colonial Stationer, in its issue 
for August 30, gives some interesting gossip 
concerning the late Mr. Bohn, from which we 
quote the following : 


Few, indeed, in any way interested in ‘* the 
world of letters”—as book-writers, book-lovers, 
or booksellers—can have failed to hear of Henry 
George Bohn. In his later years he came to 
be called ‘*Old Bone’—not contemptuously, 
but familiarly, for there was no department of 
book commerce with which, during much more 
than half a century, his name is not inseparably 
connected. Mr. Bohn died on Friday, 24th 
inst., at his residence, North End House, 
Twickenham, at the advanced age of 88. 

Apart from being a singularly astute, foresee- 
ing, and enterprising man of business, as a 
bookseller and publisher, Mr. Bohn was to a 
certain extent a bibliographer, an author, and 
a translator. No one, probably, can tell how 
many of the books that bear his name were 
actually the products of his pen. People in his 
line of business employ many hands, some of 
them exceedingly deft, and the instruments of 
acute, trained, learned brains. These “ hands,’’ 
whether as compilers or cataloguers, write 
much, and what they do is usually attributed to 
their masters. If Mr. Bohn had written all the 
pages that bear his name he must have lived 
from his infancy with a pen in his hand. As, 
however, we know that he enjoyed the usual 
intervals for necessary rest and refreshment, 
and beyond that found time to carry on a large 
trade, and even toread, write letters, and travel, 
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we might catalogue many books as ‘‘after” or 
as belonging to ‘‘ the school” of H. G. Bohn, as 
they do in regard to engravers and painters. 

As his name implies, he was of German ex- 
traction, and was the son of a London book- 
seller. He was born January 4, 1796, and 
after completing his education entered his 
father’s business, where he soon acquired a 
knowledge of books, which made him one of 
the best, if not the foremost bibliographer of 
the age. In 1831 he commenced business on 
his own account, and.it is impossible to esti- 
mate too highly the services he rendered to 
the more intelligent portion of the community 
by republishing, at a cheap rate, a vast number 
of the most valuable works in literature, science, 
philosophy, history, biography, topography, ar- 
cheology, theology, natural history, poetry, art, 
fiction, etc. 

THE GUINEA CATALOGUE, 


About the year 1840 Mr. Bohn was the great- 
est--that is, the most extensive--- bookseller in 
Great Britain. In 1841 he published his 
‘Guinea Catalogue,’’ which was, up to that 
time, the biggest advertisement ever put forth 
by a bookseller for the sale of his stock. It 
has since been exceeded enormously by the 
mammoth catalogues of Mr. Quaritch. 

The name reminds us that, in 1842, when 
Bernard Quaritch Jeft the Fatherland and came 
to London, he found employment in a subor- 
dinate capacity— that of a mere porter—with 
Henry G. Bohn. He remained two years in 
this establishmient—years to which in some de- 
gree may be traced the origin of the remarkable 
fund of book lore which he subsequently 
amassed. Mr. Quaritch adds to his many other 
sterling qualities that of indomitable determina- 
tion. He has often told his friends how, when 
handing round the books at one of Bohn’s sales, 
he made up his mind that some day or other he 
would eclipse his present master, and be ‘‘ the 
biggest bookseller in Europe,’’ a position which 
he has undoubtedly since achieved. He left 
Mr. Bohn, but returned after awhile, and was 
employed by him between 1845 and 1847, during 
which time he compiled the only printed volume 
of Bohn’s 1847 Classified Catalogue, which 
was in genera] arrangement as well as in re- 
gard to accuracy a far more creditable perform- 
ance than the celebrated Guinea Catalogue, 
notwithstanding the lavish praises that have 
been bestowed on that compilation. 

About 1840 Mr. Bohn began a series of cheap 
classics, and is said to have translated several 
of Schiller’s, Goethe’s, and Humboldt’s works. 
He also obtained some distinction as the editor 
of the ‘ Bibliotheca Parriana” of Addison’s 
works, and of a new and enlarged edition of 
Lowndes’s ‘‘ Bibliographer’s Manual.’’ He was 
also the compiler of a ‘*‘ Polygot of Foreign 
Proverbs,’’ a ‘‘ Hand-Book of Proverbs,’’ an 
‘* Illustrated Hand-Book of Geography,” and a 
‘* Hand-Book of Pottery and Porcelain and 
other Objects of Virtu,” with an introductory 
letter on pottery and porcelain and an engraved 
list of all known marks and monograms ; and 
the editor of a ‘‘Hand-Book of Games of 
Chance, Skill, and Manual Dexterity.”’ 


THE PAPER DUTY. 

“It may appear strange,’’ says a morning 
journal, ‘‘to add that Mr. Bohn, one of the 
pioneers of cheap literature and a very triton 
among minnows in those waters, was in 1866 








strongly opposed to the proposed repeal of the 


paper duty, and that he published a pamphlet, 
in which he asserted that the repeal of the duty 
would not be of any real advantage to the pub- 
lic or the trade, while it would entail a loss of 
two millions per annum to the imperial revenue. 
Fortunately for Mr. Bohn and the public, he 
stood almost alone as opposing the change from 
a literary point of view.’’ The repeal of the 
paper duty, however, which pressed upon paper 
manufacturers with a grievous weight wholly 
unparalleled in modern days, was opposed by 
not a few tradesmen, such as publishers and 
printers, who, having risen to eminence in the 
days of dear books and large profits, foresaw, 
with fear, the competition and the new conditions 
of business which the abolition of the tax would 
inevitably create. 

Mr. Bohn, who married the only daughter of 
the late Mr. Simpkin, was, it will have been in- 
ferred from the foregoing, an antiquary and a 
Fellow of the Antiquaries and of many scien- 
tific and learned societies, including the Philo- 
biblion Society, to which he contributed a life of 
Shakespeare and an extensive Dictionary of 
English Poetical Quotations. These books 
were printed for private circulation only, but 
have, on more than one occasion, fallen to the 
auctioneer’s hammer in the sales of large collec- 
tions, when they have realized good prices. He 
retired from business some years since, when 
the whole of his immense s:ock passed into the 
hands of Messrs George Bell & Sons. 


THE BOOKSELLER AND THE BIBLIOPHILE. 
** It might naturally be expected,’’ says a con- 
temporary, “‘that Mr. Bohn’s reminiscences 
. . 7 
were of the most extensive and pleasant kind. 


| This was undoubtedly so, and no pleasanter hours 


could be passed than in listening to his talk on 
men and books, when, as he expressed it, his 
gout allowed him to indulge in a little head 
work without the two disagreeing. But, per- 
haps, that which gave him most pleasure were 
the pleasant recollections he cherished of his 
connection with the Hamilton Palace Library, 
now, alas! dispersed. All the books supplied to 
that library since 1831, when Mr. Bohn com- 
menced business, were supplied exclusively by 
him, partly to the then Duke of Hamilton and 
partly to Mr. Beckford. ‘‘ They used,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ at first to come together at an appointed 
time, and usually selected somewhat largely 
from the literary and artistic treasures which I 
had recently accumulated during a long and 
opportune tour on the Continent.’’ 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO TYPOGRAPHICAL LITERATURE. 


Comparatively few are aware that Mr. Bohn 
has added considerably to the literature of 
printing. In1857 he wrote a lecture on “ The 
Origin and Progress of Printing,” and delivered 
it at Twickenham and at Richmond. It was 
afterward privately printed, and subsequently 
formed a portion of Vol. IV. of the ‘‘ Miscel- 
lanies” of the Philobiblion Society. From the 
fact of its appearance among the records of a 
society so ‘‘ learned” as this, and the eulogiums 
of the many ‘‘learned men”’ that it received, it 
might be thought to bea “‘ learned’’ production. 
As a matter of fact it is altogether worthless, 
notwithstanding the vast opportunities of its 
compiler. Blades says that it is ‘‘ weak, and 
tull of borrowed suppositions.’’ 

The story of poor Timperley, the author of 
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the “ Dictionary of Printers and Printing,” has 
not yet been written, and this is not the occa- 
sion for entering into its painful details. It 
was issued in 1839, and was unappreciated. 
The stock was consigned in quires (that is, un- 
bound) to an auctioneer. He disposed of it, and 
ran away with the proceeds of the sale. Tim- 
perley, heartbroken with misfortune, had to take 
a situation as a bookseller’s hack. The pur- 
chaser of the sheets, “at anold song,’’ it is stat- 
ed, was Henry G. Bohn, who forthwith proceed- 
ed to furbish them up and bring them into the 
market. Accordingly he rechristened the book, 
calling it the “* Encyclopedia of Literary and 
Typographical Anecdote,” with amost volumi- 
nous title-page. Although it was not reprinted, 
it was called a ** second edition.’’ Twelve pages, 
however, were added at the end, giving some 
meagre particulars of printers and booksellers 
from 1839 to 1842. The stock of another book 
written by Timperley, ‘‘ The Printer’s Manual,”’ 
was also bought up, and it was actually interpo- 
lated bodily between pages 32 and 33. 


LOWNDES’S BIBLIOGRAPHER’S MANUAL. 


The value of this book to every one who has 
the slightest pretence to be regarded as a liter- 
ary workman is too well known to need a word 
here. The struggles and the misfortunes of its 
author are, however, not so well known. The 
copyright came into the hands of Mr. Bohn, and 
he employed the author as a ‘‘cataloguer.”’ A 
new edition was issued, “enlarged by H. G 
Bohn” in 1869, and we believe there has been a 
reissue, if not another edition, since. When 
Quaritch was in Mr. Bohn’s employ, in 1842-43, 
Lowndes was a failing old man, and was often 
helped in his tasks by Quaritch. The book 
bears many rememblances to Timperley’s in its 
history. although it was devoted to bibliography, 
while the other was devoted to typography. 
Both were wonderfully laborious compilations, 
both the work of poor men—both unsuccessful 
men—both failures at first, both successes at last 
when in the hands of a successful publisher, 
who has died in richesand honor, while their 
authors died in poverty and obscurity. Such is 
life ! 





EXTORTIONATE PRICES. 
From the Catholic Mirror, Sept. 27. 


THE Catholic World, in its Literary Bulletin 
of the October number, has the following : 

Up Go Prices.—Another Catholic publishing 
house has advanced the retail price of its books 
from twenty-five to fifty percent. This is adding 
on with a vengeance. Whois next? We shall 
have something to say about all this kind of 
work as soon as we can find time. At present 
we are too busy to look into it. We give this 
as a note of warning. 

_ This simply means that certain Catholic pub- 
lishers have advanced their catalogue-price of 
books in order that they may take off very large 
discounts under a pretence that they are selling 
cheap ; whereas they are really getting a higher 
price from the dealer and charging the public a 
price that is entirely beyond value received. 
lhe result of this is to so entirely demoralize 
the Catholic book trade that Catholic books 
have no fixed price in the market. To make 
the catalogue retail price, so that the publishers 
can take off 60 to 75 per cent discount, is all 
wrong, and leads to deception and imposition 
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on the public, because the price is a fictitiou 

one. Publishers should issue their publications 
at a reasonable price above cost, and then give 
a discount of not over one third or 40 per cent, 
at most, from their catalogue price. A dealer 
who gets 33} per cent discount makes 50 per 
cent profit if he retaiis at the catalogue price. 
In these days of cheap transportation this is 
amply sufficient, and anything beyond it is 
extortion. We would be pleased to see the 
question fully discussed. It would eventually 
lead to the benefit of publisher, dealer, and re- 
tail purchaser. 


THE COPYRIGHT CONGRESS, 


THE following is the substance of a despatch 
to the N. Y. Herald, dated Berne, September 
27: The Copyright Congress has resolved that 
authors belonging to the union shall enjoy 
equal rights with the natives of all the contract- 
countries, subject to the laws of the country 
where the work originated, or, in the case of un- 
published manuscript, to the laws of the author’s 
country. These rules are to apply to authors 
publishing their works in a country belonging 
to the union, of which they are not natives. 
Authors are to enjoy ten years’ exclusive right 
to a translation in all countries belonging to 
the union. The publication of extracts or en- 
tire pieces of scientific works or works of in- 
struction will be permitted provided the author’s 
name is given. The musical works to be pro- 
tected include arrangements or compositions 
based on themes from original works. A 
permanent international protection bureau has 
been established at Berne. Mr. Bernaert, who 
opened the Congress, stated that he would 
introduce a bill at the next session favorable to 
authors’ rights. 


OBITUARY. 
¥AMES FITZGERALD. 


JAMES FITZGERALD, the well-known bookseller 
and newsdealer, of Holyoke, Mass., died of 
consumption, Saturday night, September 27. 
He had been’ in broken health for more than 
two years, and has of late declined rapidly. 
He began business im July, 1872, in the base- 
ment of Orrell’s building, afterward removing 
to Hutchins’s Block, where he was burned out 
in 1876. He returned to Orrell’s Block, and 
his business grew so that when John Cleary 
put up his High Street building Fitzgerald 
leased the south store, where he had the best 
trade of the kind in the city. Owing-to ill- 
health he was obliged to give up trade two 
years ago, being succeeded by his brother. He 
won many friends, but his fidelity to business 
was in part responsible for his failing health. 


JAMES CAMPBELL. 

JAMES CAMPBELL, formerly a_ well-known 
bookseller, and publisher of medical books in 
Boston, died Saturday, September 27, at his 
residence at Winter Hill, Boston, at the age of 
seventy-two years. For twenty years he was 
located on Cornhill, and for ten years more 
under the Boston Museum. He was known 
throughout the country also as a prominent 
participant in the abolition movement. Since 
retiring as a publisher Mr. Campbell has done 
a large importing business in books.
